MEMORANDUM FOR: Cbief of OporotiMts 

SUBJECT: Exiiltvotiea of CAMU80/2 and CAMBARO/2 


1. PwroooiH to foour oa oKomlaotioai woo mode of 

thio cooo. TMs BtmSif woo directed furMeipoIly to oa oaolyolo of 
the ogeoto* eommoadcotli^ which were oet forth in two fUeo 
lOrolehed hy $R; A few eelect «^rotlemd BBomorooduro were 
rood for hockgremid porpeeeo. The moot ooeAd laformotloB, 
however, woo tAdolaed from the reepeaelble cooo efftcero. A 
aamber of doyo could he opent oa o more cachahotlve oaolyoi% bat 
the viewo expreooed hereia were derived from oa eight* hoar 
review of the cooe, 

2. Before gMag into detolU of thio cooe. It lo my wioh to 
otote here that o otody of the oforeaseidloncd laloratotioB oflero 
ao firm evideace which Jaotlfieo o view that Uieoe ogeato ore aader 
foreiga control. Farther m^e, olace cleor conamilmento were 
m a d e to the ogeido oad becoaoe they have perlurm^ In accordaace 
with their iaotraetlaao, it io oabaaitted that we ore Mdigoted to do 
everything within oa r power to eacBltrate them from a peoition of 
Jeop«Brdy. At preoeat they ore impr^rly docameated oad lack 
legal statas la the area. They aire or will oooa be faced with the 
aacemfortM>le prcwpect of apprehoMioa oad prObohle compromiee 
of their mleeitaft, or, la view of oar inoidllty to perform, may be 
forced to go "Into the woode'* with the portleaae. There are other 
aapdeoeant coaeetpeacee which may flow from oar faitare to 
evacnate them eoeik 


3, Siace we do not have ceanter«.tntelHgeace copobilitiee In 
die area aor jf^^paate eeaeltive lii^lllgeaee derived from STD.emurcee, 
It ie obvioae that we caaaot croeB*check and that any aaalyeie baaed 
solely ea available docameatatioa is not la Itself laf^lble. 
Nevertheless, we are forced to accept their bona fidea ^ and, in this, 
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tlM ttxfiltratlttik la oae sease r«preseat« la IM most aahopliy light 
aa act of deopevatlmi to which wo are tafloaihly comaDltted* 

4* Dariag the coaree of the etady, the poeelblUtiea of 
coatrol k4^ eemiag to the earface. It ahoolcl he evidoat that each 
doahte are taevltahle« partkalarly ia a case of this tyi>e» 

If the eahject caee le deahled whoUf ia gart* thoa It 
la eeideat that the Sorlete have achieved a high degree oi ao|^hlotleatleo 
la the devolepmeat of doable agente. It weald alee meaa that they 
have aet ealy anp*eheaded aad brehea aaccesahilly the ageata la 
gaeatitm bat have recreated d&eir peramuklltlea, tlw iareclee aatare 
of their mlaaleaa, their daager algaala* awl have maa^palatcMl them 
into ce^jMiratlve aad active elemeats of their ewa. ^he caee <^ficera 
atate that the meaaagea both ia tone and attitude reflect ceaalateatly 
the iwraoaalitiea aad pecatiarities aabjects. Aa to the technical 
aapecta* fliey atate that aome aevea or eight danger algaala were 
givea to each aecretly. If the ageati are ae highly motivated aad 
cottrageeua as deacrft^, ^a it ia difficult to reaaoa why they 
would have givea tqp all their daager aigaale aad aet retaflied at 
least The total abaeece of daager algaala duriag the past two 

aad CNaoohalf years argues persuasively ia favor of the view that 
the agents are aet uader wlltiag centrel. 

6. If the ageata are uader contr^, thea aho aObst attribute to 
the Soviets the aettiag up ^ the factual or aotienal aeta ia the area 
which have been reported te aad which have naueh to do with the 
degree of coafldeace which we ptaLcO ih SObJecta. la mcteadiag the 
framewawk of the ^peratioa, the Soviets have alaO increased sub- 
atantlally the security risks iahereat ia aay doabllag iiaee they 
enlarge the possible chaaaels through which we could conceivably 
cross-check the eperatieaal health of subjects. The eais^ace of 
aew aad tadepeadeat assets ia the area is not ha itself ceachoelve 
evideaee of the preseace or abseaee of coatrol. It to boltoved, 
however, that la this case it would aot have boon uecoaaary for 
the Soviets to have taken upon themeelvee these aew burdens ia 
order to instill ceufldeace ia us. If the agents were uader coatrol 
aad creativoly co^erative, there are iaiauaerable double-agent 
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tricks which could hwre wcrhed agftimi us without reocwtiag to 
the rioko of implexheitttag «a (operational net* 

7. On the hasia of the doeumeatation aleoe, there are certain 
negative iaeto which emerge: 

(a) A third man waa dia|utched to make contact with 
one of the anhjecte. He haa never keen heard £rotn, 

^te can only aaanme that he waa eUher killed on the 
trip or captor^. If cafdored, the ^p e a t i on of hie 
I confeeaian ia pertinent* If hie cMtfact waa under 
I control* then he ia the victim of an isundeatian. 

Sneh aueeeaa would lead t^ much higtor rogurd for 
the doohle |day and tempt any Service to allocate ita 
auperiwr talmit and aaaeta to the caae, 

(h) There haa hoea between the variMa meaaagea a 
canaiderable time lag. If auhjecta are mnier control, 
there delays wonld permit and favor the workiag out 
of a watertig^ fdayhack. It would give the local c<mtrol 
aufflcieat time for clearing with Moscow all develop- 
manta and messages in the case and also enahle them 
to concemrate heavily on the security centrMa of 
subjects and their alleged net. In a^tioa, the time 
lag would make it poseihle for the Soviets to follow up 
the coiMater- intelligence leads derived from this 
ofwratien both in the U.S. and in Germany, 

8. The affirmative view e:qpreaaed in paragraqph 2 above is 
qualified as foUowas It is recommended that a traffic analyeio be made 
thrmigh STD in Mder to see whether there is reflected any unneual 
activity coincident with the arrival and/er eemmunicatioae from the 
agente. It is assumed that if the Soviets are ia fact doubling subjocte, 
then all aspecte of the case would have to he cleared on a continuing 
baeie with Moecew, Thia is based on the aesumpfien that Moscow would 
know that subjects work for Central Intelligence, Given their experience 
in wpf and in other cases, they could net help but deal with it as a 
matter of the highest eperatieaal priority, (Acctarding to the caee officers, 
the agents are aware of our Agency's identity, ) If doubled, the nature

9. To^d||l^ hare net repitied ta the test cflanmani* 

eattsos setbUag towi^ ^e exilttra^ it Is presomed that 

the ItCI edit’ not ai^raseh the Swedes pending some reaettas foam the 

:agents* 

to. Thengh gra^tons, it weald appeaf tiiat the cnrrent plan 
may be ibnatfated tbr^gb the tack of cec^yatien by the Swedee. It to 
atoo giM*ti«iable whether the State t^partment wiU permit the ae^*^ 
Howerer. theaS c^seSratiens sMmtd ast dilate what ai^eare to he a 
eieaf*eat ebllgallmi ten enr part te perform in aceerdianee with ear 
cmnmltmente te the subjects. ^ 

11. Ih the erent that subjects respmid fa^srably to the propooed 
c^dUtration plan, then it is advised thad stefe be talma bninediidely 

(in the event that they are cmitrelled) te send meeSto^ee from oor end 
indicating that the er^tratlon is triggered to some important and highly 
senaMye irrational matters which will take j^ace in Uke not too distant 
foturs, flue nature of which rer*®* their presence. The porpoee of 
ouch nmsottoo* ^ to create a substantial dUsmma in tiie nalnds 

of those Scviem (if they eidst) whe may be j^awning to capitaliao on toe 
exfidtr*i^*"^ ** toSSfdIng It te be the high pednt of the douhle plfT 
Itts^tr as eubjectf are participahts, and to argue in suppsurt of the viow 
that there le mach greatef prSiat ta be gained if the enilttratian is 
permitted to take f^aee. This idea will be expanded with SR.
